*' The Letter Scandal- 



TliQ iuvoHti,fi;ation was continued at 
!Moutrcftl. Quite a number of wituess- 
ies were exaiumed, but nothing very 
important elicited. One witness testified 
that, wliilo in tlio oflioo of Mr. Parks, plio- 
togniplior, Mr. Stewart of tlio Ilcralil 
came in and asked Mr. Parks to photo- 
graph a letter, which from ita general ap- 
pearuuco he believed to bo the one in 
question. It was given to the workmen, 
and Mr. Stewart left, but shortly after- 
wards returning requested Mr. Parks, as 
ho was in a linrry. to photopiraph the let- 
ter himaeh'. Ho at onuo coini)lied. On 
the 12th the proceedings cxeitod more in- 
terest, lieporters wore e.Koluded ou the 
ground that aeluo had beou obtained, and 
the puolishiug of certain evidence now be- 
ing given would defeatthe ends of justice. 
A number of unimportant aQidavits were 
taken, however. One of them was from a 
boy named Wm. McDonald, employed in 
the Herald olUco, wlio thonght ho recog- 
nized the handwriting on the slip to Mr. 
Youngas that of a certain gentleman whom 
lio named, but the name is not published. 
It appeared to hi 21 that the \yriting on the 
envelope is not altogether in the hand of 
one person. The words ."Montreal'-' and 
"Private" were written by different per- 
sons. 

It was understood that Sir John Mac- 
donald had applied to the Hon. John 
Y )ung for permission to publish certain 
cofi'esijondenco that has i)aasod botwoe:i 
thJra, and that tlio Hon. John Young has 
declined to accede to the request. A re- 
ward of ^f500 has been oti'ered, on thoauth- 
-ority of the Postmaster-General, for iu- 
formation leading to the discovery of the 
author of the writing of the address on 
the stolen letter, and the memorandum by 
whioh it was aocoian.iniod. The postora 
containing this announcomcnt are headed 
with a/ir. :iiiiiU': of the liandwriting men- 
tioned. The conduct uf Mi-. Young and 
those acting with him iu the disreputable 
affair continued to elioit very severe 
oomment. The theory of the Ottawa 
Times is that, as it is possible to tap tele- 
graphic messages at so many points, 
Messrs. Young, Holton, Dorion, and 
Fanny, among them, got information of 
Sir John Maodonald's telegram to Mr. 
Pope, and sent a confederata to the ]\Ion- 
treal Post Office to ask for this letter at 
the Wickdtid the name of.Mr. Pope.

DELAYED DISPATCHES 

Canada. 

New Yoke, Sept. 17. — A despatch 
from St. Johns states that the Coun- 
cil of Newfoundland, in order to abol- 
ish the cable monopoly, lias, through 
its Corresponding Secretary, submitted 
to Cyrus W. Field the three following 
])rop(>sitions : First — The sui'rondcr by 
the Newfoundland and London Tele- 
graph Company of their exclusive right 
to land cables ou the shores of 
Newfoundland. Second — The surren- 
der by the (lovcininent of its right to 
preeiiqition. 1'liird — Tiiat tlie New 
York, Newfouiiilliind and London, and 
all other companies, be hiibjeoL to a 
tarifl'on all messages scut and receiv- 
ed. 

Fort Garry, Sept. 15. — Lord Gor- 
don, who lied from Fort Qarry for tho 
Rocky Mountains some weeks ago, has 
hecii caiiiurc I 500 milo.s wn.-;t liy a 
Manitoba d-'tcclive, and his Jjurdship 
is now confined in ^^'inuepeg. Tlie 
special Commission of the Court of 
Qiieen's Bench convened yosterdny fur 
thi' trial of the AmoricaiLS who are 
cliari^cd with theabduction of Gordon. 
The .liidge in his cliav/^e to the (Iraiid

Lacheron 
as counsel. The Court tiion adjourned 
iiiilil 7 a.m. to-morrow.

The Evidenoe Before the Oonnmlsslon! 



Ottawa, Sept. 15.— The Royal Commis- 
sion resumed tho Pact lie Railway investi- 
gation to-day, E. 11. Burpee of St. John's 
N. B., a directur of tho chartered Pacific 
Coiiii)any, deijosed that McMulIoii told 
him of nil agiccmcr.t between Sir Ilngii 
Allan and some Auiei-ieaiis, by which the 
latter were to .su|)uly oapiUilfor building 
the road. Did not know whether the 
Goveriunont favored tho iiugutialions; 
believe it rather opposed them. Was 
siiio, wJiea the cbartor of tho road was 
discussed , that no Americans wore to bo 
admitted to tho enterprise. Sir Hugh 
-was aware that this was tho Government's 
determination, and agreed to. it at tho 
time. Know nothing of the alleged un- 
derstanding regarding election expenaos 
between tho Govorumont aud Sir Hugh 
Allan.' The money spent in tlio Now 
Brunswick elections was furnished by 
Canadians, for their friends. Believed 
none came from tho ui)[icr Provinces. Mc- 
Mullon told him ho had advanced money 
to Sir llUgU lu meet tho cxiirinst'S of 
organizing tho Cuiiipany. Tho ellorts 
for amalgamation of tho Canadian Itail- 
way Companies wore to pvevent them 
falling into .American hands. Knew 
uotliiiig of alleged sums of inouoy f nr- 
nislied I>y Sir lliigli to niemhers of the 
Governuiciit ; was iiiendy told by Sir 
John tliat Sir Hugh had suhscrilied to tho 
elections. Know of no agreement to give 
tho I'acilic llaiiroad charter to Sir Hugh. 
There was never any promise on the part 
of the Governmout to give the charter to 
anyone. SLKilinthing iiuror oceiirroil; 
it wasiniiiossiblc-. Any agrcciiKUit between 
single members of the Govornineal anil 
others would bo futile. Had Sir Goorgo 
Cartier mailo such au agreement, it would 
have been improper. Tho Government's 
object iu the management of the railway 
was to avoid tho creation of sectional 
feeling, anil seenre the support of nil 
the J'*'"!''" ^'^ Doiiiinion. Sir 

Hagb was tho acknowledged representa- 
tive of Quebec iu ciilc-r|)rises, and could 
nut be exchidiid from tins one. Ho de- 
sired to embark his wealth iu it, aud his 
views were entitled to consideration. Ho 
was fully agreed with by the Government 
that Americans should be prevented from 
having control of the road. 

IJofore eoncludiug his cvidoneo Camp- 
bell wislied to refer to a statoiiieiit of Mc- 
MuUen's referring to tho renewal of a 
curtain note or bill renewed ill iho Mer- 
chant's Bank, made by Hillyard Cameron, 
and tho renewal of the note was made at 
the inst-incc of tho Government, after the 
Postmaster-CJeneral's visit to Montreal. 
Ho, Caiu2)boll, wasl'ostinaster-Goncrul at 
the time. Tho insinuation in McMullon's 
letter was false; Campbell never knew 
aiij thing about the note. 

Hon Peter Mitchell was next e.tamincd, 
but bis tostiinony was uniiiiportaut. The 
Commission then adjourned till to-mor- 
row. 

Ottawa, Sept. 10— The Royal Commis- 
sion met at 11 o'clock. Campbell nuule 
an additional statomeut respecting tliu 
note ref(!rrcd to yi'.slcrday. He said ho 
never know anything about the note, at its 
iuceptiuu, or at any other time. Heard 
since that Sir Jubu assisted Cameron to 
get it disoounted. Adjourned till to-mor- 
row. 

Ottawa, Sept. 17th.— The Commission 
met at noon to-day. Hon. Mr. Campbell 
supplemented his testimony iiy stating 
that Sir John had iiifonnod Sir Hugh that 
ho bad subscribed .-rlO.OOO in aid of the 
Ontario elecl ion. 

After sigaiiig Campbell's evidence, the 
Convention adjourued till 2.3U p. m. .-Vt 
tliat time the Commission resumed the in- 
vestigation. Sir John A. MacdonaUi was 
sworn. He gave a long n.irriUive of the 
all'airs of the railviad from its lieginuing. 
He was unfavorable to .•\iiieriean ea|)ital- 
ists, and strongly advised tlieconstructioii 
of the road by Canadians. Ho was also 
desirous of amaljamatiug tho Pacilic ami 
Intor-Oeeanio roads. Uaviiig failed in 
tliis he, with tho Oovernniont, proceodeil 
to form a new Company, siileeting men 
who wo aid gain tie; coiilidence of tlie 
country. 1-jvery lUL'-Mntion was taken to 
prevent Auieric.in ciii iitali ,l s from i^^-i tnig, 
directly or indirectly, a cuntrol uf the 
Company. Not a single share was to be 
tranferred witbouttho consent of the Gov- 
urument for five years. During tho elec- 
tion he received a eoiniiiiiuieatiuii from 
Sir Hugh, o'l'eriiig a contribution (if ,'?25,- 
OOIJ to aid hi.s friends in the eleelion. 
Not a ei.'iit of that was aiiplied to tho aid 
of Sir John. Ho regarded himself as 
merely a trustee of tho amount until he 
called for help. Sir Hugh contributod 
?ll),()()0 each time. Tiioontireamonnt re 
eeivedwas.'^irj.dOII, !;•.:>,->,()()() of which Sir 
Hagh coul rilialcd without any solicita- 
tions from him. McM iillcn's statenient, 
that Sir Hugh had ni.tde him. Sir John, 
an iiulL-lhiite lo.ui of .'^r»ll,(IOU was fiilsi;. 
He denied McJIuUen's statement tliat lu; 
telegraphed from Ottawa to Sir Hugh 
during the election for a loan; was not in 
t)ttawa during' the e](;cti(jii. McI^Iulleu 
aud .-Vines called on him after tho charter 
was comiiletcd, slating tludlhoy had boon 
badly used by Sir Hugh, aud would tako 
proceodiiitfHagainsi luiu for tlunrndvancea. 
He told them if he was in their placo he 
would do lilcewisc. Thi'y rnlun-ed to 
tho admission of Anierie.ms'into thet'oni- 
l)aiiy, but were told it vias iin[iossil.ilo. 
Suiitli wrote from CJhioago eoniiilaiiiing 
agaiust Sir Hugh, and tliroaunicd to la^ 
matters beforoMo.MuUeu, Ho stated that 
Sir Hugh had throatonod to publish the 
correspoiuloiico aud eoatraet between bim 
and the GoverniaenI . Jt was utterly false 
that Sl-0,000 of Govenuneiit luoiioy was 
lying in the Moroliaut's Bank. It was 
false witii regard to Hillyard Cameron's 
note before election. Cameron came to 
him and said he was hard up, and wanted 
a noto discounted. Ho tolcgraphod to Sir 
Hugh to help his friend. 

When at Kingston he got a hitlei- from 
Sir Hugh that he would subscrilie .r.;2(),0()l) 
to tho Ontario election. Not one cent of 
tbis (ionl riliiilion was .spaiit in his, (Sir 
John's) election. Hurlbort and Smith 
eaino from Ohicaqfo to witness. They 
complained of Sir Hugh's treatinoiit. 
They had advanced moiuiy and must false 
step's to get it back, lie' told them the 
courts were open to them, and if lie wore 
in their places howinild siio Sir Hugh aud 
attach his ships. Smith said, '-We don't 
come to blai'knuul, but liimply to slate 
Qiir ease. Is there no way wo can get in- 
to tho company':'" Ho (Sir John) told 
them it was utterly impossible, and if Sir 
Hugh had wronged thomtboy' could only 
aeok logtd rodresa. 

Sir John referred to the stataments re- 
Qontly made by MoMullen in the Chicago 
Times, The printed statements made 
were iolaa Mid imaginary, 



In reply to Judge Day ho said that ho 
first become^' aware - of tho AIlon-Mc- 
Mullen correspondence in tho Montreal 
Herahl. TIio Commission adjourned un- 
til to-morrow to allowSir Jnlintoproduco 
documents given by ISIeiNrullen. 

Ori'AWV, Sept. I'Jth.— Sir .fohn Macdon- 
ald concluded his ovideuco before the 
Royal Commission yesterday, but present- 
ed nothing -not contained in his testimony 
given tho day previous. Heproducedtho 
letters given him by McMuUen. 

I\Ir. Laugovin was the ne.vt witness, bis 
testimony being simply a corroboration 
of that given by 3Ia;;douald and Campbell. 
The Commission adjourned till to-day. 



Clioiip Transpoi'tiition— Tlis U. S. 
Senate Coinmitteo in Montreal. 

New Youk, Tept. 17th— A Montreal dis- 
patch says the United States Senate Com- 
mittee on Tranportatiou Routes arrived 
here yesterday afternoon, and ia company 
with members of of the Board of Trade, 
and other representative men of tho city, 
took a short excursion over tho iirojiosed 
route of tho Chaughnawaga ship canal, 
and to see tho canal facilities to Montreal, 
While tho party were going through the 
Laeliine canal, dinner was served, after 
which speeohbS were made. Mr. McLeh- 
nan, PrcHident of the l^Iontreal Board of 
Trade, said tho St. Lawrence route lias 
answered a very good purpose for the de- 
velopment of trade, and it siiould answer 
the iieoplo of the United States, as they 
could participate with the people of Cana- 
da. After speaking of the canal system 
of Canada, ho said it is to bo further im- 
proved. Senator "Windom was introduc- 
ed and said: "The only desire of tho 
Cumnii to, was to learn which was the best 
and cheapest route to the sea-board , and 
which would best build u^j their country. 
He should be happy if such should con- 
duce also to tho prosperity of Canada. 
Tho American continent is to become tlio 
granary of tho world, and tho West would 
hail with pleasure and gratitude any 
route that will give cheaper facilities for 
carrying products." 

Senator Sherman said the people of the 
West consume at the present time two 
bushels of grain iu moving one to mar- 
ket. It costs ten cents a bushel to send 
wheat to Toledo and Chicago, aud if the 
West could send it for a cent les.s liy any 
other route to their market, that route 
would bo used. Though the United 
States have built 07,000 miles of railroad 
that is still insnllieicnt. Canada has giv- 
en her water carriage made by tho bands 
of Almighty God, and tho Ohio peop'o 
said that if New York did ofl'crthein facil- 
ities for the carriage of their grain, they 
would bring it to Montreal. Tho pro- 
gress of trade and its development knew 
no nationality and no accidental differ- 
once. Tho West must havo au outlet. 
The Senator, in the course of Ids remarks 
said: "All products aro valuable if you 
can placo tliom where the needs of man 
require them. Now we doubtfully con- 
test the balance of trade with Russia in 
respect to her supply of ' wheat to Great 
Britain; because bringing a bushel of 
wheat from Chicago to tho .\tlantie coast 
costs ns thirty cents. Itus.-^ia can do it 
equally cheap including the oo.st of pro- 
duction. How can you and how can we 
change all this? By finding a route by the 
St. Lawrence or by another channel by 
whlohyoh can' reach the sen board for fif- 
teen cents a bushel. Do this and Russia 
no longer can dispute with us the markets 
of the world. Cheap transportation by. 
whatever route is doubly interesting to 
United Sti\tes. A ruthless rob(dlion roll- 
ed upon us a great debt which, burdens 
our people, though they stoadily nnd 
bravely melt it away. Show ns how to 
transiiort cheaply tho growth of tbe'Wesf 
into the port of New York, and our debt 
vauisbos like the shadow of n passing 
hour. Cheap transit is iudeed tho great 
material (juestion. 

Hon. John Young, member of tlie Ca- 
nadian Parliament, made a short address 
remarking that the larger the- vessel tho 
cheaper. the transportation, and wo have 
an opportunity of making, through tho 
route of the St. Lawrence, a naviga*iou 
capable of ttceommodating vessels of 1,- 
250 tons, such is tho extraordinary advance 
trade iu tho interior, and that all of our 
resiiectivoroutes will havo plenty to do. 
1 think tho route of tho St. Lawrence will 
bo altogether the cheapest. The Amci-i- 
can people have the same right to the St. 
Lawrence as we havo uuder the treaty. 

In tho evening a delegation from the 
Board of Trade ivaifed on the Commission 
and diseassod tho question of transporta- 
tion. The (Janadiaus wanted free trade 
with us in return for the construction of 
the Chaughnawaga canal and its use by 
AinoriiMus. Otlun- points mooted were 
tl)0 manner of conducting trade, the mode 
of bringing wheat, and tho kind of ves- 
sels, terminal cearge, economy of sliipp- 
ing, differenc3 of freigh'agjand tho mot! - 
o<l of conducting. The llassiau trade, the 
rei'iprocity treaty, aud ot hi;r matters 
were considered before adjournment.
